TOKYO (UPI)—The old dream 
of an economic and cultural asso- 
ciation of Southeast Asian states 
has apparently been sidetracked 
again. 


The leaders o: «wo young and 
dynamic Asian nations, the Phil- 
ippines and Malaya, met in Kuala 
Lumpur this week for talks which 
were expected to have impor- 
tant consequences throughout the 
region. 


However, the formal launching 
of a proposed Association of 
Southeast Asian States ‘ASAS) did 
not develop as some quarters had 
expected. 


NO DECISIONS 


Although Filipino President Car- 
los P. Garcia and Mala‘ an Pre- 
mier Tengku Abdul Rahman dis- 
cussed the proposed alliance, 
which the’ both favor, in broad 
outline, no definite decisions were 
made. 


The main problem seemed to be 
a disinterest on the part of some 
Southeast Asian nations and a re- 
luctance on the part of others to 
disturb their big, belligerent 
neighbor to the north—Communist 
China. 


The Philippines administration 
of President Garcia was obvious- 
ly anxious to press ahead with 
the actual formation of the alli- 
ance. 


SEEN RELUCTANT 


Malaya, however, was described 
in some circles as being reluctant 
to launch the planned association 
without the participation of at 
least one other Southeast Asian 
nation. 


Thailand had been considered as 
the most likely third member but 
Thai authorities apparently de- 
layed a decision at this time. 


Malayan leaders were also re- 
ported anxious to avoid forming 
what might appear ti be an actual 
pro-Western bloc. 1. avoid this, 
Indonesia and Burma had original- 
ly been considered as potential 
members. Both displayed little in- 
terest. 


The proposed association, basic- 
ally, would be an economic and 
cultural vehicle. As _ originally 
planned it would steer clear of 
political considerations due to the 
wide variance in thinking among 
Southeast Asia nations along po- 
litical lines. 


The basic idea of <n Asian alli- 
ance goes back as far as 1935 
when the late Philippines Presi- 
dent Manuel L. Quezon supported 
such a plan. 


Its most recent inspiration has 
been the impressive success of 
the European common market. 


Thinking, in the Philippines at 
least, has been that Sovtheast 
Asian underdeveloped nations 
could improve their international 
economic bar.aining position by 
collective planning. The Filipinos 
also see such an association as an 
important cultural bridge. 


Other than Thailand, however, 
only Malaya and South Viet Nam 
have shown interest.

To Attempt 
Space Shot 


Would Be First 
For Solid Fuel 


By JOSEPH L. MYLER 


WASHINGTON (# — The United 
States hopes to score a space first 
this week by launching a satellite 
with the “Scout,” a new. rocket 
expected to play a star's role in 
space. 


Like the military missi‘es Pol- 
aris and Minuteman, and unlike 
the liquid fuel Atlas and Titan, 
the four-stage Scout is an all-solid 
fuel rocket. 


Some day soon the National 
Aeronautical and Space Adminis- 
tration (NASA) will fire a Scout 
from its Wallops Island, Va., rock- 
et test station. 


If all four stages ignite properly 
the Scout will put a 15-pound, 12- 
foot aluminum - coated plastic 
sphere into an orbit ranging in al- 
titude from 400 to 1,400 mites 


This would make two “‘firsts” in 
space history—the first time a sat- 
ellite had been put in orbit with 
a solid fuel vehicle and the first 
time a satellite had bee launched 
from Wallops. All other U. S. sat- 
ellites have been fired from Cape 
Fla., or the Pacific 


Calif. 


The main purpose of the shot is 
to test the Scout, now half-way 
through a developmental launch 
series. NASA hopes that in 1962, 
when the Scout has compieted its 
test phase, it will become the 
work horse launcher for a variety 
of small satellites and probes. 


The aim is to get its cost down 
to about $750,000 per launch, com- 
pared to $1.5 to $2 million for the 
Atlas. 


The 12-foot sphere, covered with 
polka dots of different colored 
paint as a temperature control, 
will check on air density at great 
altitudes. Because of its light 
weight and large area, it will be 
far more sensitive to air drag 
than smaller and heavier satel- 
lites. 


NASA expects the minute force 
—less than one-thousandth of an 
ounce—exerted on the sphere by 
the thin atmosphere hundreds of

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Many Bills Await 
Legislative Stamp 


When the legislature returns next 
week from its recess, it will have a maxi- 
mum of 12 working days to complete its 
program. And looking at the number of 
major bills still hanging fire, that’s not 
much time. 


It stands to reason that the appropri- 
ations bill itself will be time consuming. 
Nobody yet knows what might be in that 
one. But there are bills pending of vital 
importance to the state which should be 
approved at this session. Legislators at 
home ought to be thinking about them 
now. 


No longer should we delay the meas- 
ure providing for loans to counties and 
municipalities to finance tax reappraisals. 
This is not a tax raising measure. It 
would open the way, however, for read- 
justments and for ending the unrealistic 
structures now holding up progress in so 
many communities. 


Legislators may havé their last oppor- 
tunity for salvaging the shaky county unit 
system at this session. Rep. Bob Scoggins’ 
bill is in line with the expressed thinking 
of Sen.. Herman Talmadge and other top 
political leaders. While it will not erase 
the inequities of the unjust system, it 
will ameliorate them. 


Still awaiting action is Rep. Ebb Dun- 
can’s bill for an effective auto title law. 
This needed legislation has been passed up 
in far too many sessions in the past. 


Action still must be completed on a 
watered-down sheriff's salary bill aimed 
at the fee system. Banning of drag racing 
on public streets and highways and of 
sale of fireworks calls for final action. 


Still hanging fire, too, is a measure 
which would provide help for local com- 
munities in industrial development. This 
one should be carefully thought out but 
the idea is sound if applied on a sound 
basis. 


Budgeting procedures need stréngth- 
ening within the framework of the 
checks and balances system but not 
through a mere exchange of one evil for 
another. The voting reform bills are an 
obligation to every citizen. 


It all adds up to a very busy time dur- 
ing the final days of the session. Action on 
these major bills is imperative for the 


state’s future.

Let Debate on Health 


Contribute to Solution 


President Kennedy's health goals for 
the nation are certainly objectives which 
every citizen can support. Areas of weak- 
ness which are apparent to everyone de- 
mand action. 


There is no denying that the health of 
the oldest and the youngest of Americans 
are greatest in terms of population and 
degree of need, as the President’s message 
pointed out. But there is far from una- 
nimity in Congress, and out, about how 
best to go about it. 


Before final action is taken in Con- 
gress, the country is apt to see one of the 
biggest public debates in history. Still to 
be spelled out are such details as the 
price tag. The people themselves must de- 
cide whether they are prepared to under- 
write prepaid medical care for the aged 
and ‘to support measures to insure ex- 
panded health services through federal 
help. 

There aré now almost 15 million peo- 
ple past 65, most with limited incomes. 
If you includé those past 60 who are pre- 
paring for retirement, 20 million are 
concerned. This politically potent group 
cannot and should not be ignored. 


Opponents of the Social Security 
route for prepaid medical care point out 
that once the breakthrough is made, such 
coverage will be liberalized again and 
again, regardless of cost to employes and

employers. This danger will have. to be 
met and guarded against. 

The nation’s health, however, is in- 
deed one “key to the future.” President 
Kennedy’s prescription for action points 
the way.

GEA Retirement Plan 
Rates Thorough Study 


If the Georgia Education Association 
really has devised a way to increase re- 
tirement pay of Georgia school teachers 
from 50 to 100 per cent without using any 
additional tax money, it deserves fullest 
support. 

Present retirement schedules are piti- 
fully low, lower than most retired work- 
ers under Social Security. Nothing the 
organization could do would be more ef- 
fective in stabilizing our teaching force 
than to offer assurances of greater secur- 
ity in retirement. No individual can live 
adequately on an income of $92 a month. 


Teacher salary increases to bring the 
scale to at least the equal of the national 
avérage are bound to come in the years 
ahead because they are necessary. Ways 
to finance them involve taxes, greater 
equalization between local and state sup- 
port and consolidations across county 
lines. : 

But next to salaries in. importance in 
attracting and keeping capable people in 
teaching are retirement benefits. This the 
teachers finance themselves. Their con- 
tributions are earning greater yields than 
had been anticipated. This, together with 
an additional 1 per cent contribution from 
teachers, would be enough, under GEA 
reasoning, to almost double present re- 
tirement scales. 

If this has been established as fact, 
there should be no hesitancy in granting 
legislative permission.

More Trade, Not Less, 


Is in National Interest 


President Kennedy has put a damper 
on pressures to return to the high protec- 
tionism and trade restrictions of former 
years:as a means of shoring up the econ- 
omy and stopping the gold outflow. 


In so doing, the President has rejected 
the worst possible cure for both ailments. 
The balance-of-payments problem does 
not stem from international trade. In 
fact, our favorable trade balance last vear 
kept the payments deficit from being 
much. greater. And Our exports provided 
jobs for untold thousands of American 
workers. 

Trade restrictions, of course, would 
invite retaliation against our own exports 
at a time when the administration is un- 
dertaking means to expand them. This 
would undermine further our dollar- 
earning capacity abroad. , 


The wiser course is to assume a posi- 
tive stance in encouraging trade. For 
those industries which suffer hardship as 
a result of competition, the government 
should provide assistance. Textiles in par- 
ticular aré complaining and their case 
should be heard, 

But to return to tariff walls and rigid 
import quotas would be self-defeating 
and would work against our long-range 
economic interests and those of our 
friends throughout the world. The United 
States now must. import in order to live. 
It must export in greater quantities to 
pay for what it buys abroad.

But no. We, like the state, are too poor. We 
are in such dire straits we cannot afford ade- 
quate facilities to treat mentally ill persons and 
sore them to the rolls of workers and tax- 


So we, along with the state, economize. The 
name for it is false economy.

How To Hijack

A good deal of foolishness is going on in the 
serious matter of handling the taxpayer's wallet. 
The Georgia Senate ought to wreck old 297, the 


bill that slid through all the switchblocks of the House without a blow 


of the whistle. 


In its present form this legislation would turn the governor into a 
page boy of the legislature. It would assure separation of the ex- 
ecutive and legislative branches by just about doing away with the 


governor. 


The governor is the executive elected by all the people to make a 


budget and administer the spending after 
Yet this wild bill proposes to set up a Finance 
not of fiscal experts but of 25 legislative politicians, who 


the legislature approves it. 
oe composed 
would: 


“Actively assist the governor in the preparation of the budget’’; 
“advise with the governor in his performance of the official duties as 
required by this act,’”’ and veto any budget cut the governor made if, 
upon complaint from the cut department head, they decided to over- 


ride him.

The governor doesn’t need such legislative assistance in prepar- 
ing a budget or advice in executing it. He is the people’s answerable 
administrator. After he writes a budget it goes to the legislature, at 
which time that whole body—not 25 of ite members—is empowered to 
assist, advise and alter as it will, Then the governor administers 


what it sends back. 


It beats us how a governor could manage the state, much less 
keep the executive and legislative branches separate, if he had 25 
legislators empowered by law to look over his shoulder, ‘‘assist’’ him 
in choosing those items which he will later ask of them, “advise” 
him in how to perform his duties, and veto him if it doesn't like the 


way he performs. 


Moreover, with their veto over the governor, the 25 would most 
certainly be favored with the rapt attentions of department heads 
who would look to them and not to him. And if any of the 25 legisla- 
tors chanced to be politically inclined for the good of his county, 
he might not find it unfruitful to stay friends with the chief sources of 
patronage among those departments, such as Highway and Agricul- 


ture. 


To cite an obviously hypothetical example, wouldn't it be extraor- 
dinary if Phil Campbell, a blood enemy of Lt. Gov. Garland Byrd, 
turned out to have more power as Commissioner of Agriculture than 
Mr. Byrd would have if he became governor?

Chief backers of this bill are known to like Mr. Campbell. And 
they have betrayed no wild admiration for Mr. Byrd. Some seem to 
be afraid Byrd will get in as governor and they don’t want him to be 
overburdened with power to perpetuate himself if he gets there. 

No matter whether the next governor is Garland Byrd or Humpty 
Dumpty, the executive branch cannot be occupied by legislators. The 
people are served well only when the branches are separate. Each 
branch has its constitutional powers. House Bill 297 tries to hijack 
the governor’s share and turn it over to somebody else who has not 
been elected by the people to be responsible.

Non-IJntervention: 


Will It Still Work? 


WASHINGTON—The total sanctity and right- 
ness in any and all circumstances of the old doc- 
trine of “‘non-intervention” by one or more Ameri- ) 
can nations into the affairs of another is now being ducreutie re- 


examined in Washington. The approach is a mixture of sympathy 
and skepticism, with skepticism coming out a bit ahead. 


The Latin Americans — those 
who run decent governments as 
well as those who do not—are all 
together in regarding non-inter- 
vention as absolutely indispens- 
able. 


It is, however, becoming plain- 
er by the day that this concept, 
understandably so revered by the 
Latins in principle, is a most 
doubtful rule if applied with no 
possible exceptions. 


If the United States and others 
had not persistently refused to in- 
tervene against the right-wing ex- 
cesses of the old Batista regime 
in Cuba, there would today be 
no left-wing dictatorship under 
Castro to bedevil and threaten 
all of Pan America. 


And if the United States and 
others had not persistently re- 
fused to intervene long ago against 
the right-wing excesses of Trujillo 
in the Dominican Republic, Cas- 
tro would get nowhere at all in 
justifying himself now, 

In this present world, in short, 
actions within a single American 
country which menace liberty and 
order there will menace liberty 
and order in them all. So they 
cannot in common sense be treat- 
ed as the sole and exclusive con- 


cerns of the country immediately 
involved. 

In this sort of thing what is one 
country’s business is everybody’s 
business. For movements which 
bring in alien tyrannies to this 
hemisphere—as Castro is bringing 
in the mortally dangerous tyran- 
ny of imperialist communism— 
do not stop at national frontiers 
for baggage examination. 


For all these reasons a most 
careful review of the doctrine of 
non-intervention is now going on 
within the Kennedy administra- 
tion. Everybody is sympathetical- 
ly aware of the sensitivity of the 
Latinos. And there is not in any 
event the slightest intention to 
have the United States take up 
any “big stick’’ approach. 

We genuinely wish to help all 
of Latin America, if only to help 
ourselves. 

All the same, reality is reality. 
And the longer the whole prob- 
lem is examined the more diffi- 
cult it is to see how unquestion- 
ing acceptance of all the implica- 
tions of a slogan like ‘‘non-inter- 
vention,” without any regard to 
the circumstances of particular 
cases, can help the Latinos them- 
selves.

I’m trying to forget and I feel 
sure future generations will be 
able to totter along without it. 
If they are interested in the 
kind of letters this ancestor 
wrote they can always get a 
general idea by reading a Sears- 
Roebuck catalog.

COST OF DELAY 


The minimum velocity re 
quired for an object to escape 
from the earth’s gravitation field 
and then orbit around the sun 
to the path of Venus inside the 
earth’s orbit is 38,000 feet a sec- 
ond. The trip takes around 150 
days. The Russian expectation to 
reach the vicinity of Venus by 
late May means their payload 
has been given more than the 
minimum velocity. 


There was interest among space 
scientists about the technique 
used by the Soviets in shooting 
the payload toward Venus. The 
Soviet announcement told how a 
satellite was first placed in orbit 
and then a payload separated and 


speculated that what the Soviets 
had done was place a satellite 
into what is known as a coasting 
or idling orbit. 


ANOTHER SERIES SHOT 


Then when the satellite in its 
trip around the earth reached the 
most favorable aiming point for 
an interplanetary trajectory an- 
other rocket or series of rockets 
was first fired with the Venus 
payload. 


This coasting orbit technique 
has two advantages. One, it per- 
mits the payload to be fired at 
the most favorable position for 
reaching Venus. Second, because 
the satellite is already several 


hundred miles above the earth | 


some of the earth’s gravitational 
pull has been overcome and the 
interplanetary payload does not 
have to be given as much ve- 
locity as if it were fired from 
earth.

NEW YORK—Frank Gifford was stretched out 
on the Yankee Stadium turf, face a ghastly white and 
completely unconscious. Dr. Francis J. Sweeny, the 
Giant physician, hovered anxiously over him, clucking 
like an angry mother hen and making threatening 
gestures in the direction of huge Chuck Bednarik, 
the Eagle linebacker, whose savage tackle from the 
blind side had separated the gifted Gifford from his 
senses. 


Tender hands lifted Frank on a stretcher and he was carried 
from the field. Unsuspected though it was at the time, this was 
the last play of his career. Just the other day the one-time 

wonder boy from Southern California 
| regretfully announced his retirement 
* from football. 


. If the jolt from Bednarik did not 
e knock Giff into retirement, it was at 
least a nudge in that direction. It 
made him think a little more pene- 
tratingly about his future. He was 30 
_ years old and had perhaps one more 
F season left. Nine rugged campaigns 
- had left his handsome features un- 
>’ marked. He had not even lost one 
tooth. But he had come perilously 
close to sustaining a fractured skull 
in the Bednarik incident and the older 
an athlete gets the more injury-prone 
he becomes. 


Six times he had been voted to 
the All-Pro team. Once he was 
named the most valuable player 
and he was probably the highest 
priced performer in the National Football League. There were 
no limits to his talents on a gridiron. There were not many 
limits off it, either. 


He is so strikingly good-looking in a wholesome all-America 
boy way that he acted in movies and television. He doubled as 
an advertising model. He was a glib, attractive personality as 
a television commentator. He wrote a sports column for his 
hometown newspaper in Bakersfield, Calif. He is married to the 
campus beauty queen at Southern California and he has three 
charming children. 


—Tll Hate Myself for Retiring’ 


“When the pre-season training camp opens,” he said sadly, 
“T'll hate myself for retiring. But I had to accept the job of a 
regular sports show for the Columbia Broadcasting System when 
it was offered me. If I waited another year, it might not be there.”’ 


The boisterous tackle from Bednarik occurred on Nov. 20 and 
Gifford was unconscious several hours. Big Chuck impulsively 
but unthinkingly danced with joy when the Giant star was flattened, 
only because it virtually assured the Eagles of the Eastern Cham- 
pionship. The next day he was horrified by his reactions. 


“Chuck wired apologies to me at the hospital,’’ Frank re- 
counted with considerable glee afterward. “He sent me letters, 
get-well cards and flowers. I didn’t answer him. Know why? 
The Giants were playing the Eagles again the following Sunday 
and I wanted him to stay subdued. But after they beat us 
again, I thanked him quite profusely.”’ 


Deep as were the feelings of regret in the Giant front office, 
they were tinged with something akin to relief. 


“Although the doctors have given Frank complete clearance,” 
said Jack Mara, president of the Giants, ‘“‘we never could have 
forgiven ourselves if he came back and reinjured himself. That, 
of course, has always been our policy with all our players. But 
there’s something special about Frank, just as there is about Kyle 
Rote. We've never had a pair exactly like them, two of the 
finest men ever to wear the uniform. They give dignity, tone 
and class to the entire organization.”’ 


—Dreamboat Will Be Missed 


Gifford will perform whatever chores with the Giants he can 
find time for. Rote, also near the point of retirement, has yet to 
announce whether he will return for a final fling. Should either 
one need it, a place always will be made ready in the football 
club. That fact is unmistakable. 


The dream boat from Southern Cal certainly will be missed 
next season. With the Trojans in his college days, Gifford was 
a triple-threat back but he did ‘little or no punting with the 
Giants. Despite a lack of speed, he still was a terror as a 
runner, a pass-catcher and occasional passer. 


What’s more, he was a clutch performer. He beat the Steelers 
last year by catching a 42-yard pass from Charlie Conerly in the 
closing seconds. It was no ordinary catch. Frank had to leap high 
in the end zone and wrest the ball from the arms of two defenders. 


Maybe his acting ability has helped him on the gridiron. He 
became a consummate faker in going out on passes. Perhaps some 
of Tony Curtis’ thespian talent rubbed off on him, just as some 
of his outward football mannerisms rubbed off on Curtis. They 
worked together on a football movie and six weeks of shooting 
enabled Frank to impart a resemblance of a quarterback to the 
unathletic Curtis. 


“He shoved me into the swimming pool, too,”’ said Frank. 
Then he added with a quick smile, “‘but that was part of the 
script.”

Birkhead and when Mr. Hall 
said no, his accuser sniffed and 
said, ““‘Why don’t you sue these 
publications for libel. then?

He did not identify Mr. Birk- 
head, 


President Kennedy, the irate 
gentleman charged, is unques- 
tionably pink. “He used the 
words ‘Citizens of the World,’ 
didn’t he, in his inaugural ad- 
dress?” 

The little knot of men and 
women gathering to help Mr. 
Hall collect his papers for de- 
parture couldn't remember 
those words of the new Presi- 
dent, so he ‘offered to prove 
them. “I’ve got a tape record- 
ing of every word he said. I 
know he said ‘Citizens of the 
World.’ And the first thing he 
did was send a telegram to 
Khrushchev saying America is 
ready to negotiate.” 


The United. Nations, Mr. 
Hall's critic said, is “the big- 
gest Communist organization in 
the world.”’ He left it at that. 
No proof needed, apparently. 


Mr. Hall has been collecting 
hate literature for 15 years and 
now has the largest collection 
in the world. He says that a 
thousand organizations or indi- 
viduals are publishing in this 
field, and their writings go to a 
circulation of 3,500,000 persons. 
Hate, he says, is a million-dol- 
lar business. 


These publications are divid- 
ed into four categories, and Mr. 
Hall gives most of them credit 
for being patriotic, even sin- 
cere people who are neverthe- 
less misguided and who unwit- 
tingly do the work of Soviet 
agents by casting suspicion on 
innocent people. 


They seem to divide into re- 
ligious titles, organizations de- 
voted to saving us from social- 
ism and communism, the rights 
of states groups and the most 
extreme of all, organiza- 
tions advocating violence, in- 
cluding the American Nazi par- 
ty, which is anti-Jewish, anti- 
Catholic, anti-Negro. 


Hall told the Rotarians that 
there are, of course, leftist ex- 
treme groups, but they are 
more easily identified and thus 
are not given the privilege of 
audiences in enlightened areas. 


“Who would dare stand be- 
fore you today,”’ he asked, “‘and 
claim that Castro was right, or 
that America used germ war- 
fare in Korea? You would rec- 
ognize that instantly as Com- 
munist propaganda.”’ 


It is ironic that if Khrushchev 
were to set a snare among us, 
he would hope to get many 
earnest Americans to believe 
that we are being betrayed by 
our highest leaders. No one 
would profit more than Russia 
by this paralysis of hatred and 
suspicion. Communism is a 
very devious enemy. Like the 
gods of old, those whom it would 
destroy, it would first make 
mad.

the Georgia Senate by President 
Pro-tem Carl Sanders when it re- 
convenes next Monday. 

Sanders said, “I am thinking 
very seriously about seeing the 
governor and the legislative 
leaders on this substitute bill, 


which everybody can agree on.” ‘ 
His plan to offer the substitute | | 


was made public as Gov. Van- 
diver repeated his opposition to 
a bill sponsored by the House 
leadership which would create a 


25-member State Finance Com- 
mission and a budget bureau in 
the governor's office. 


N. CAROLINA CITED 

“I discussed that bill with the 
House and Senate leadership and 
told them I didn’t like it,” the 


governor said Sunday. “I pre- 
sume it will be studied very care- 
fully by the committee in the 
Senate.” 


The governor feels the bill 
sponsored’ by House Speaker 
George L. Smith II, Floor Leader 
Frank Twitty and Appropriations 
Committee Chairman Jack Ray 
would take all control of fiscal 
matters away from the governor's 
office. 


Sanders said his _ substitute 
measure would model a Georgia 
department after the North 
Carolina Department of Adminis- 
tration ‘‘which literally has saved 
them millions of dollars.” 


STUDY MADE 


“They have a part of the audit- 
ing and the budgeting, person- 
nel and purchasing functions all 
grouped under one department 
head,”’ the Augusta senator ex- 
plained. 


He added that these functions 
all are interrelated and that the 
state would have a closer check 
on all of the spending functions 
if they were grouped. 


Sanders said, “‘1 went to North 
Carolina before Vandiver took of- 
fice—at his request—to see how 
the department worked. I made 
a report to the governor on the 
way they operate.” 


The study was made more than 
two years ago, and “they have 
accomplished some tremendous 
savings out of this type of gov- 
ernment since,” Sanders said. 


SEES AMENDMENTS 


Smith said fate last week he 
anticipated some amendments in 
the Senate to the measure which 
he co-sponsored. That bill would 
require the governor to hire a 
fiscal officer. 


The changes Smith anticipated 
would reduce the number of 
members of the finance com- 
mission and strike their powers 
to call a meeting any time three 
of them believed it necessary. 


It would not, however, create 
a department of administration 
which would group the functions 
of purchasing, payroll prepara- 
tion, pre-auditing and budgeting 
as would the Sanders proposal.

It is building a $67,000 home 
in Buckhead. 


And even Her Majesty’s sub- 
jects, whose inherent aversion to 
exaggeration is well known, ac- 
knowledge that this move is a bit 
out of the ordinary. 


Indeed, the new British con- 
sular residence under construc- 
tion here is said to represent two 
“firsts”’: 

_ 1. The first permanent residence 
built in Atlanta for a foreign 
government. 


2. The first building ever erected 
in the United States—outside of 
Washington, D.C.—by the British 
government. 


FAITH IN ATLANTA 


These achievements are cited, 
quite matter-of-factly, to be sure, 
by Alec Robertson, British in- 
formation officer for the South- 
‘east (U.S.A., you know, not 
England). 


He also notes that the new 
residence being built at 3353 
Grant Valley Rd. “indicates the 
faith the British government feels 
in the future of Atlanta.” 


To say nothing of the British 
government, of ‘course. 


_ First occupants of the new 
home, when it is completed in 
April of May, will be Her 
“Majesty’s consul in Atlanta, 
Granville Ramage, and Mrs. 
Ramage and family. 


They now live in rented quar- 


ters, as have their predecessors 
since the British Consulate was 
first established here in 1942. 
The new residence in being 
erected on a lot of 120 feet in 
frontage by 240 feet in depth, and 
will overlook ‘‘a large and well 
wooded garden.”’ 
ANGLO-U.S. IN STYLE 
Robertson describes the two- 


story, four-bedroom, 3'2-bath 
house as ‘Anglo-American’ in 
concept, ‘‘which is another way

Assure Good Bones 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 
Dear Dr. Molner: Can you tell me something about osteo- 


porosis?—Mrs. C. M. C. 


We think of our bones as being hard and inert, This is far 


from true. Bones like any other 
changes. 

We likewise think of bones as’ 
being “‘made of calcium.” They 
contain calcium but they also 
contain an inner substance made 
up of protein, and between that 
and the hard outer surface is fat 
or marrow. 


Healthy bones depend on many 
factors, the chief ones being good 
nutrition, use of the bones (ex- 
ercise) and certain glandular fac- 
tors. 


Osteoporosis is a thinning of 
the hard, ‘‘bony part of the bone.”

ly such cases take about 10 years 
to develop. 

Symptoms of osteoporosis in- 
clude such things as back pain 
or back ache at night; a tendency 
toward poor posture and stooping 
or round-shouldered appearance; 
tenderness in the bones; and, of 
course, bones breaking under 
circumstances which should cause 
only relatively slight injury. 


Such fractures are, in fact, the 
most serious consequence of os- 
teoporosis. To put at rest some 
fears that have been expressed, 
osteoporosis is not cancerous in 
nature. 


Indeed, since the condition can 
vary from very mild to very se- 
vere, I most certainly would urge 
sufferers not to worry needlessly. 
In a severe case, your doctor 
will warn you to be careful of 
bumps, falls, undue strain on 
bones, etc. In the many mild 
cases it is necessary to strengthen 
the bones and to not worry about 
things. 


Treatment consists essentially 
of replacement of hormones in 
the system, a diet rich in vita- 
min C (citrus fruit and juices 
and vitamin C tablets if re- 
quired) and exercise. 


This need not be strenuous cal- 
isthenics. Walking is an excel- 
lent form of exercise for this 
trouble. Simple pain-killers, such 
as aspirin, will help the aches. 


Remember this: Osteoporosis 
doesn't come on suddenly, and by 
the same token improvement is 
slow. Don’t expect rapid correc- 
tion. Rely on slow but persistent 
treatment. 


What is sodium benzoate, and 
is it harmful? I’ve seen it 
marked on labels of some foods 
and juices I buy. I saw ina 
paper where someone had ‘so- 
dium poisoning.’ — Mrs. H. W. 


Sodium benzoate is a preserva- 
tive and is not harmful. Only 
traces of it are used in foods, 
anyway. As to ‘sodium poison- 
ing,’ put it out of your mind.« 
Common table salt is sodium 
chloride, baking soda is sodium 
bicarbonate and so on. Sodium 
is a very common substance in 
nature.

They have marshaled enough 
public concern to bring fluori- 
dation to a vote through refer- 
endum ballot in most cities 


where the proposal has been 
considered, instead of letting a 
city council or health depart- 
ment decide the issue. The re- 
sult has been a slowdown for 
fluoridation. 


In recent years, the process 
has been rejected in more than 
half the election contests, many 
cities have deferred decisions 
and some which began fluorida- 
tion programs have discon- 
tinued them

Chet Huntley Show Look 


Some Americans living 
permanently in the Pana- 
ma Canal Zone say that 
they haven’t been in the 
Republic of Panama in 
years—even though they 
could get there simply by 
crossing the street. 

Panamanians point to this 
American “‘aloofness’’ as one of 
the problems in the relations 
between their country and the 
United States, according to Chet 
Huntley, who will narrate 
“Panama — Danger Zone” on 
Tuesday (Ch. 2, @ p.m.). 


The program, third in_ the 
NBC White Paper series, will 
provide a look at Panama as it 
reflects the problems of U-S. 
policy throughout Latin Ameri- 
ca. It will examine the causes 
of an anti-American riot in 1959 
and the way in which an ex- 
pected riot was averted in 1960. 


IN A COFFIN 

Huntley says that when the 
United States bepan building 
the Panama Canal the area was 
afflicted with tropical disease 
and diplomats in Panama used 
to say that each of their pre- 
decessors was shipped home in 
a coffin. 

“Colonel William Gorgas set 


out to eliminate th- dread yel- 
low fever,’’ Huntley says. ““Each 
mosquito killed by his Gorgas 
Gangs, as they were called, cost 
the United States an estimated 


ten dollars. But his work saved 
70,000 lives. 


“In August of 1914, after 40,- 
000 men had worked ten years, 
the canal was opened and the 
Atlantic and Pacific Oceans 
were joined. America’s growing 
military and economic power 
was symbvlized in the U.S. flag 
that flew over the canal. 


“Today the Panam: Canal is 
a vital resource of the United 
States. It also benefits Panama 
to the extent of $63,000,000 a

“The Fortunetellers” follows 
the picaresque fortunes of a 
gypsy family who set up “busi- 
ness” in an empty store. Satis- 
fied at first to take a few dol- 
largs fer each palm reading, 
the mother of the family, “Prin- 
cess Maria,” grows covetous 
when a client appears who is 
perfect for financial fleecing. 

A lonely widow with a big 
bank account, she is the ideal 
victim for “bajour’” "—the gypsy 
eonfidence game that tricks its 
victim out of a lifetime's sav- 
ings. 

But the people who fall for 
fortunetelling are not unprotect- 
ed. Since most fortunetelling 
clients are women, it is a group 
ef young policewomen who 
constantly work to catch gyp- 
sies—and all other fortunetell- 
ers from the most primitive to 
the most sophisticated. These 
policewomen know the fortune- 


tellers’ tricks—but fortunetell- 


ers know police tactics, too. 
CON GAME 

“ ‘Bajeur’ is actually a con- 
fidence game that gypsises pull 
em their most gullible clients. 
It’s based on the belief that 
the client is cursed—and that 
the power to remove that curse 
lies with the gypsy,” says writer 
Ceopersmith. 

“Great care is exercised in 
choosing a ‘bajour’ victim. 
Semeone who has a tidy bank 
account, and who is obsessed 
with guilt and near hysteria is 
perfect.. But the ‘bajour’ artist 
won't work with a_ psychotic. 
A psychotic isn’t reliable. And 
most important—from the gyp- 
sy’s point of view—he may be 
imagining that he has a bank 
account. 


“There are two steps to a 
‘bajour’ game. First there's the 
job of convincing the victim that 
he—or much more likely she— 
is cursed. This is done by break- 
ing open an egg—and finding 
a devil's head in it, palmed 
there by the gypsy. The police 
department has several sam- 
ples of these devil’s heads. 
They're made of ivory and most 
of them were carved in Ger- 
many. Then the victim is told 
the curse lies in her money. 


CURSE REMOVED 

“The second step—the dan- 
gerous one—involves the victim 
bringing thousands of dollars 
in cash to the fortunetelling 
parlour to have the curse re- 
moved from the cash. What this 
actually does is remove the 
meney—from the bank account 
of the victim right imto the 
pecket of the gypsy,”’ concluded 
Ceopersmith.

“The Children Were Watching,” a candid film re- 
port on the first week of school integration in New 
Orleans, will be seen on ABC-TV’s Close-Up! series 
Thursday (Ch. 11, 10:30 p.m.). 


In this third program pro- 
duced by ABC-TV, the camera 
is focused on the children of 
New Orleans and the social 
upheaval swirling around them. 
“This film report,’’ according 
to executive producer Bob 
Drew, “‘shows the legacy of the 
South being passed from one 
divided generation to the next.”’ 

“The Children Were Watch- 
ing’’ positions the viewer in the 
mob that gathers te protest 
Negro and white children joint- 
ly attending the opening classes 
at two New Orleans elementary 
public schools, Frantz School 
and McDonough 19, a situation 
described by reporter Gregory 
Shuker as “the first convulsion 
of deep change in the Deep 
South.” 

ANGRY CROWD 


The cameras follow a 6-year- 
old white girl and her mother 


as they brave the angry crowd 
at Frantz School, and return 
with them to their modest 
home. The girl’s father, a me- 
ter-reader for the local water 
company, is heard announcing 
to his distraught family that 
he has given 15 days’ notice 
to his employer because of the 
family’s persecution and that 
they will move north. As the 
children of the family play in 


the living room, neighborhood 


women yell vile words through 
the windows.
